Biographies 


DAVID HOLLER is a second-year student 
he DMA program in choral conducting at 
ue University of Toronto. He graduated from 
the University of Western Ontario and from 
Westminster Choir College in Princeton, NJ. 
He is a teacher, singer and accompanist in 
the Niagara region and directs the Mohawk 
College Community Choir. In January 2011, 
he was one of five conductors from the U.S. 
and Canada selected for The Mendelssohn 
Choir Conducting Symposium in Toronto. 
At U ofT, David is assistant conductor for 
MacMillan Singers as well as conducting the 
newly formed Men’s Chorus. 


SAM BARTON, assistant conductor of the 
U of T Men’s Chorus, is currently in the 
second year of his master’s degree in choral 
conducting. Originally from the UK, he 
received his BA in Music at the University 
of York, where he gained experience both in 
choral and also in orchestral conducting. In 
Toronto, he sings in the Amadeus Choir, does 
conducting for the Toronto Estonia Choir, 
and is principal conductor of the Peetri 
Kiriku Vokaalansembel. 


STEPHEN FRKETIC, accompanist for 
the Men’s Chorus, is a first year master’s 

rdent in the choral conducting program 

the University of Toronto. He is a native 
of Jacksonville, Florida, where he began his 
studies in piano and organ. After graduating 
with a B.M. degree in Organ Performance 
from Indiana University, he taught English in 
Tokyo. From 2008 — 2011, he was employed 
as a school choral director and church 
musician in Houston, Texas. 


HILARY APFELSTADT is Director 

of Choral Activities at the University of 
Toronto, a position she assumed in the fall of 
2010. She conducts the MacMillan Singers, 
a select mixed ensemble, and the Women’s 
Chamber Choir, as well as teaching courses 
in conducting and repertoire. She began 

her music education in Nova Scotia, and 


moved to Toronto where she completed her 
bachelor’s degree in vocal music education 
at U of T. Her graduate degrees are from 
the University of Illinois and the University 
of Wisconsin-Madison. From 1993 — 2010, 
she was Professor and Director of Choral 
Activities at the Ohio State University, where 
she also served as Associate Director of the 
School of Music from 2008 — 2010. Choirs 
under her direction have performed at 
conferences of the American Choral Directors 
Association (ACDA), in Carnegie Hall, and 
in Europe. She has conducted numerous 
honour choirs throughout the U.S., and has 
guest conducted in Austria, Canada, Cuba, 
England, Italy, and Switzerland. In 2009, 

she conducted the Mormon Tabernacle 
Choir in a live broadcast of “Music and the 
Spoken Word.” She has presented papers 
and conducting master classes in numerous 
professional venues, and serves on the 
editorial boards of three journals, including 
the ACDA Choral Journal. Her publications 
number nearly eighty articles, a monograph 
and several book chapters. She is a past- 
national President of ACDA (2007 — 2009) 
and currently chairs the Past-Presidents’ 
Council. For several years, she sang with the 
Robert Shaw Festival Singers with whom she 
recorded two Grammy Award-winning CDs 
in France. 


CASSANDRA LUFTSPRING is a first- 
year master’s student in the choral conducting 
program. She received her Bachelor of Music 
degree from Queen’s University, studying 
piano and composition. Several Canadian 
choirs have commissioned her work. 
Cassandra has worked as an accompanist, a 
music teacher, and an assistant conductor 

for the Cantabile Choirs of Kingston. She 

is currently the Conductor's Intern for the 
Toronto Children’s Chorus. 


EUNSEONG CHO began her 
undergraduate studies at Yonsei University in 
Korea, and received her Mus.Bac.Perf. and 





MMus. in Organ Performance under the 
tutelage of John Tuttle at thr University of 
Toronto. Over the years, she has performed 
in numerous recitals and concerts with 
professional musicians as an organist, pianist 
and harpsichordist in North America and 
Korea. She has served as resident organist at 
Light Presbyterian Church in Toronto since 
1995, and is currently accompanist for the 
Toronto Korean-Canadian Choir and the 
Women’s Chamber Choir at the University 
of Toronto. 


ANA ALVAREZ, a native of Cali, 
Colombia, received her undergraduate degree 
in choral conducting in Bogota. After leading 
choirs in her home country, she earned an 
M.M. in conducting from the University of 
Victoria where she directed the women’s 
choir, Philomela, and also studied wind 
conducting. She is currently in her second 
year of the DMA in conducting program 

at U of T where she conducts the Women’s 
Chorus. Her research interests are in the 
field of South American choral music and its 
authentic performance in North America. 


THOMAS SNELL, assistant conductor of 
the Women’s Chorus, is in his second year 
of the master’s degree program in choral 
conducting. A resident of Ohio, he holds a 
Bachelor of Music degree from Westminster 
Choir College in Princeton, NJ, where he 
studied conducting with Andrew Megill 
and Sun Min Lee, and voice with Mark 
Moliterno. A lifelong church musician, he 
currently serves as Director of Music at 
College Street United Church in Toronto. 


Accompanist JEANNE YUEN leads an 
active career as a collaborative pianist, 
currently accompanying the Women’s Chorus 
at U of T as well as playing for individuals, 
Also a choral conductor, she has held artistic 
positions with the Cantabile Choirs of 
Kingston, Queen’s Choral Ensemble, and the 
Healey Willan Singers. Ms. Yuen holds degrees 
from the University of Toronto and Queen’s 
University, where she served as accompanist 
in the Queen’s Student Opera Company.
